It wan, a.« Sherman admits 
supported by him to prevent the p 
page of a free coinage measure. The 
genuine silver men do not want tb 
government to purchase an ounce o 
silver bullion. 
They ask that the 


mints be opened for the coinage of sil 
vor at the ratio of 16 to 1 as it is tc 
gold, and as it had been from its estab 
lishment in 1792 up to 1873. Now, how 
ever, the Sherman act, which repealed 
the Bland act, is all that prevetsn the 
complete demonetization of silver, anc 
the friends of the metal do not wan 
it repealed unless a more favorable 
substitute is enacted. 


In this connection the action of Voor 


beef, and other senators, who pretenc 
to be favorable to silver is criticized by 
so-called silver men in Nevada, who are 
fully as inconsistent as the congress- 
men. 
During the presidential cam- 


paign they professed to be as much in 
favor of free coinage as those who 
joined the Silver party, though they 
advocated the election of men who 
wera known to be opposed to it. As 
Stewart said in hi-j criticism of Voor- 
hee-/ spefch iu the 
senate 
They 


talked favorably of silver, but voted 
against it just as several congressmen 
did last Monday in the house of repre- 
sentatives.

WASHINGTON, September 1.—The prop 


osition to substitute the Voorhees (sen 
ite; bill for the Wilson (house) bill, t 
repeal the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act was discussed in the sen 
ate. 


Vance of the finance committee ad 


Jressed the senate in opposition to th 
vroorhees bill. He showed the incon 
jistency of the advocates of repeal 
3.6 quoted from the Democratic and 
republican national platforms in both 
of which there were declarations fo 
oimetallism, and ironically commentet 
m the way in which the pledges ar 
aeing fulfilled. 
He said they seemet 


.o think the only way to maintain i 
Jarity between gold and silver was t< 
irst strike silver a death blow. TJncon 
iitional repeal would be a death blow 
for it was known that Cleveland would 
?eto any silver bill. The effect on th 
;ondition of mankind following the de 
itruction of half the currency of the 
,voiid, aggregating $7,500,000,000, would 
-je impossible to accurately describe 
He gave a history of the demonetiza 
i ion of silver, and declared that every 
government which had demonetized the 
white metal did so when it was at a 
premium. When coinage was stopped 
in India an effort to have it stopped in 
che United States began, aided by the 
influence of the moneyed powers of al 
the world and our own government. I 
coinage was stopped here silver would 
jease to live throughout the commer 
uial world. The fall in price would be 
greater than that following the stop 
page of coinage in India. Repeal with 
out a substitute meant the end of si] 
ver money for this generation, unlesi 
a revolution of the people should restore 
it. Let no man doubt that repeal wa 
the result of a conspiracy among the 
money-holders. He declared that the 
Sherman law did not drive out gold 
Why did gold return with it still in 
force? The Democratic platform de 
nounced the Sherman act as "a cow 
ardly makeshift." This bill for its re 
peal, striking silver a harder blow, was 
more cowardly and more of a make 
shift. He closed with a declaration for 
the free coinage of silver. 


After a discussion as to the relative 


parliamentary status of the silver re 
peal bill and substitute, unanimous 
onsent was asked for the adoption o 
the substitute pro forma, and have al 
amendments treated as amendments 
to the substitute. 


Cockrell objected on the grounc 


that the house bill was preferable to

They 
hen dispersed before reinforcements 
or the police arrived.

ays. Of a score of national banks 
ompelled to close their doors a few 
weeks ago, all have resumed save three, 
nd it is said they will again be doing 
usiness before the middle of the 


month.

nes agent of the State Farmers Alliance 
las a plan which he claims will prevent 
he farmer suffering loss by reason of 
lie low price of wheat.

o store the bulk of the crop and 
mortgage it for 25 cents a bushel, thus 
uabliug the farmers to hold for better 
rices.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. l.-My last bul- 


j letin gave forecasts of the storm waves 
j to cross the continent from the 2d to 
6th. The next will reach the Pacific coast 
about the 7th, cross the western 
mountains by the close of the 8th, the 
great central valleys from the 9th to 


I the llth, and the eastern states about 
the 12th. 


This storm will be a severe storm 


throughout its journey across the con- 
tinent, and will probably do some 
damage in the Mississippi valley. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 7tb, the great 
central valleys about the 9th, and the 
eastern states about the llth. The cool 
wave will cross the western mountains 
about the 10th, the great central val- 
leys about the 12th, and the eastern 
states about the I4tit. 


Kainfall will be more generally dis- 


tributed during September than it was 
during August. The heaviest and most 
concentrated rains will occur while the 
storm of the 8th to the 12th is crossing 
the continent. 


SPOTS ON THE SUN. 


The high barometers of our earth 


storm explains the spots on the sun. 
Young is generally accepted authority 
on astronomy, and he says: " Faye 
more recently proposed and now main- 
tains a theory which has numerous 
good points about it, and is accepted by 
many. He believes the sun spots are 
analogous to storms on the earth, being 
cyclones, due to the fact that the por- 
tions of the sun's surface near the 
equator make their revolutions in a 
shorter time than those in higher 
latitudes. 
The theory explains the 


distribution of spots which abound 
precisely where this relative drift is] at 
its maximum." 


Prof. Young raises the objection that 


if sun spots are caused by sun storms 
all the spots should be cyclonic, and 
manifest the spiral motion. He forgets 
that we look in at the top of the sun 
spot where, as a rule, we cannot see the 
spiral motion that exist near the solid 
body of the sun. At the top of the spot 
the thin cirrus clouds are moving in 
nearly straight lines and do not, as we 
know of our high barometers on earth, 
manifest any spiral motion until the 
clouds have sunk into the spot as they 
approach the body of the sun. 


Professors Young and Faye err in 


calling the spots cyclones and storms, 
for they are nearly all anti-cyclones 
and the very reverse of storms, for they 
are the same as our clearest weather 
following or preceding the storm. The 
storin center is full of clouds that are

the same as the difference between 
muddy and clear water. This form of 
matter we know of bat cannot see, is 
beginning to be recognized as the 
motive power of the universe, and ere 
long astronomers and teachers in astro 
physics must recognize that all storms, 
sun spots, auroras and changes of the 
barometer, are results of magnetic 
action, caused by the influence of the 
sun, moon and planets on each other. 
I hope to demonstrate the correctness 
of thesa assertions ere I get to the end 
cf this discussion.

COMBATING A THEORY. 


Professor Young says that if the sun 


spots are similar to our storms, the 
whirl should always be in the same 
direction on the same side of the 
equator. That is also an error. While 
our low barometers usually contain a 
cloud ring encircling the center of 
the 
low, the 
center 
of 
well- 


developed storms almost universally 
contains a clear space 300 to 500 miles 
in diameter, where the darkest of deep- 
blue skies are seen,and if we were view- 
ing one of these earth storms from the 
moon or from one of the planets, we 
would see a dark spot surrounded by 
bright faculse. The latter would, of 
course, be the cloud belt in the storm 
wave surrounding the center of the low 
barometer, and the whirl in the north- 
ern hemisphere would be contrary to 
the hands of the watch. If we were 
looking at the larger spots on earth or 
sun that are the high barometers, the 
whirl is in the opposite direction, or 
with the hands of the watch. There- 
fore Prof. Young's objection that the 
whirl would all be in one direction, if 
the spots on the sun are caused by 
storms, is not good. 


Prof. Young says that the influence 


of sun spots on the earth has been per- 
fectly demonstrated, that when sun 
spots are numerous, magnetic storms 
are numerous and violent on the earth. 
There he stops and concludes that the 
spots are caused by volcanic eruptions 
throwing debris high above the sun 
which falling back on the sun, "some- 
what cooler than the sun's surface, 
caused a contraction and depression. 
Thus he accounts for sun spots. 


But he fails to suggest how a vol- 


cano on the sun can cause magnetic 
storms on th e earth. I would account 
for the coincidence by saying that sun 
and planets are revolving, spherical 
moving magnets and affect each other 
in accord with laws of magnetism in 
such cases. Therefore when a planet 
passes a place where the magnetic 
equilibrium of the sun is disturbed, 
the increased energy of the magnetic 
lines of force cause sun sputs or son 
storms, earth auroras, and increase the 
force of the earth's perpetual storm 
waves. 


Prof. Young admits that investiga- 


tions appear to indicate that the sun 
spots have an influence on the cyclones 
or hurricanes of the Indian ocean. 
Volcanoes on the sun cannot reach our 
hurricanes with their heat 
But our 


scientists around the weather bureau 
at Washington claim that all oar storms 
are caused by heat. I do not see how 
heat from the sun's volcanoes can cause 
great hurricanes, great magnetic storms 
and great auroras on the earth all at the 
sam e time, but I can readily understand 
that all these and the son spots may 
have their origin in aid increase in the 
magnetic forces.

Dial clock indicates the time each race 


starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 


colls tho horfs.es to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 


after the btiddlocall. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
euro of tlio animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will bo lined. 


Nominations to all stahes must be made to 
the becretary on or before tho 1st day of 
September, 18<J3. 


Entries for tho running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before 0 
o'clock i', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 


name to tho Secretary ii: writing which they 
will Bturt the day belore the race ut ft r. M. 


Hordes entered in purses can only be drawn 


by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider iniiht be given. 
After a hor*e lias run onco at the meeting, 
the name of the horfce, with tho weight to be 
carried at the race is sudicient. 


In purs.us and stakes, three horses of dlO'er- 
ent interestfa to enter and tturt or tho race 
may bo declared oil! by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, ail 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that liuvo won prior to September 1st shall 
carry iivo pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races nnlesx 
tilt: conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there ii> more than one entry by one 
person, or iu one interest, tho particular 
horse they are to start must be named by (I 
I'. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing race* 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 


the rate of BO, 30 und 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold u 
leKK number than five to nil, by the with' 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th.4 
purse, which shall be divided pro rat a. 


In all t\vo in three races horses not winning 
one heat iu two must go to the stable; and In 
all three In live races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than tho required number ot 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided a* follow* 
6(1% to the first and 83>j to the»econd. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 


more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries ol any person may here- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a •wccpstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts tbe decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing.
